In response to the Office Action dated December 4, 2003, submitted herewith are two (2) 
sheets of formal drawings comprising Figs. 9 and 1 1 for the above-referenced patent application. 
Acknowledgment of receipt is respectfully requested. Please substitute these formal drawings 
for the same numbered drawings which were filed with the application. 

The only change from the previously filed drawings is the inclusion of spacers 307 in 
Figures 9 and 1 1 . Applicants note that an inadvertent figure copying error occurred between 
Figure 7 and Figure 9 wherein the spacers 307 were inadvertently excluded from Figure 9. This 
caused the spacers 307 to also not appear in Figure 1 1 . Applicants submit that the connections to 
Figures 9 and 1 1 are obvious drawing errors that would be recognized by one ordinarily skilled 
in the art, and do not present new matter. 

More specifically, the material surrounding.al J sides of the spacers 307 does not change 
between Figure 7 and 9. As can be seen when comparing Figures 7 and 9, the oxide regions 311, 
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309 and the polysilicon region 502 are not altered between Figures 7 and 9. Therefore, the 
spacers 307 could not have been altered and dearly should have been included by the draftsman 
in Figure 9. In addition, the discussion appearing on page 9, line 8-page 1 0, line 2 is silent 
regarding any removal process that would affect the spacers 307. Therefore, it would be dear to 
one ordinarily skilled in the ait that spacers 307 should have been included by the draftsman in
